Rhine operations that the allied 
command had clapped on a secur- 
ity dimout. This in itself under- 
scored the importance of the posi- 
tion.

The allied coup in crossing the 


Rhine has so stunned Germany 
that the nazi leaders tiottcd out 
der fuehrer (or his ghost) again 
yesterday in an effort to bolster 
public morale by a personal ap- 
peal—which offered the despair- 
ing advice to hang on until the 
United Nations get tired and quit. 


This appeal—which was in the 


form of a proclamation read for 
the nazi dictator —isn't surpris- 
ing. 
It was obvious fiom thc 


first that our establishment of a 
bridgehead on the last bank o£ 
this last great western bairicr to 
the heart of the Reich would be 
a tremendous shock to the gen- 
eral morale of Uic country. 
In- 


deed it may well be that the ef- 
fect on morale will even exceed 
the 
military advantage 
to the 


allies. 


Of course thc Rcmagen cro.-s- 


ing'-js- a-greut--victory-f-'or--will -bo> 
if we continue to hold our bridge- 
bead—whatever way you look at 
it. However, we shouldn't regard 
it as the final decisive blow which 
in itself can wind up the war 
overnight. 


This bridgehead is considerably 


further south than the Ruhr zone 
where thc major allied blows were 
(and probably still are) to be 
struck. Moreover, it's in a a rug- 
ged, hilly country .which aids ene- 
my defense, and our troops are 
likely to have a tough job fight- 
ing their way into the open. 


\V"C still are waiting for 
the 


Hitlerites to stage their major 
counterattack against the bridge- 
head. The assaults which they've

Is Guest Speaker 


at Travel Club 


On Thursday evening, the For- 


eign Travel club met at the home 
of Dr. and Mrs. \V. A. McNichols 
and listened, with much inteiest, 
to the speaker for the evening. 
Mite. May Pavlov, a native of Rus- 
sia, 
who was introduced b< 
- the 


program. Mi's. 2. \V. Moss. 


Appearing in peasant costume. 


Miss Pavlov gave the club niem- 
bet> a vivid picture of the inti- 
mate life of the Russian peasant. 
She showed dolls and photographs 
and played Russian music to il- 
lustrate her talk on "My Life in 
Russia." 


The usual Russian village con- 


sists of two rows of houses, she 
said, which consist of four rooms 
each. 
Around this room runs a 


wooden bench with a table in the 
center. 


The peasant arises by 5 a. in. 


from a bed on a bench on the 
floor, drinks a bottle of vodka and 
works in the fields till night. The 
hardships defy description, yet he 
can out-work and out-fight any- 
one in the world. 
He fights thc 


rigors of a climate for which the 
German army was not prepared. 
The thermometer often registers 
50 degrees below zero and the 
snow is often 10 feet deep. Miss 
Pavlov said that the reason Rus- 
sia is winning the war is because 
the Russian people have the will 
to sacrifice to the limit for vic- 
tory. 


Religion, she said, is again ris- 


ing in Russia, although the pres- 
ent generation has been led away 
from Christianity to a great ex- 
tent. 
There is no religious in- 


struction now. The communist 
party rules Russia but the major- 
ity of the common people are not 
members of this party. 


In former times, each village 


was conlioiled by noblemen whose 
property now has been confiscat- 
ed by the Soviet government. She 
said in closing her talk that Rus- 
sia must destroy the evil Philoso- 
phy of Hitler and his regimenting 
his people to the status of robots. 
To all Russians this war is one of 
weapons and ideals.

In the Luzon and Leyte fights 


for the Philippines they seemed 
broken.

On Leytc they put up a. better 
struggle, but we counted ."0,000 
dead.

and plenty of warning. But both 
fights involved mobility of action 
primarily and in this lactor they 
seemed completely lost and de- 
moralized.

Filipino guer- 
illas arc adequate for these, leav- 
ing both MacArthur and his forces 
no doubt available lor further as- 
signments. 


As lor the supposedly promised 


Stalin declaration of war on Japan 
to give us Siberian air bases, some 
authorities now think these ale 
not needed by us. U'e are getting 
our own war bases, ones we can 
better supply than those in Siberia, 
to-wit: Two. Certainly the Siber- 
ian bases are becoming daily less 
vital to us (they weie moic im- 
portant at the outset of the war. 
when we had nothing).

Stalin, however, is less likely to 


be guided by our necessities, than 
his own. and he will hardly over- 
look Hie political necessity of edg- 
ing Kussia. into a. now political 
lineup of Asia, by declating war 
on his own account. 


The split situation in China is 


Three capitals ol 
that country have been luncuon- 
mg throughout 
the war. each 


playing with a loreign power tor 
control, and each expecting that 
its ally will ask' no colonies, bases 
or special privileges lor winning 
the war for its respective capital. 


The three ,'tie Chungking, icly- 


ing on the Americans largely (our 
air supply is about all it has); 
Yenan, representing the commun- 
ist element which has not receiv- 
ed much aid 1'iom Moscow but 
would like to. and Nanking, the 
pro-Japanese puppet Chinese cap- 
ital. 


Statesmen of the 
world will 


have to rattle their wits hauler 
than they did in Europe to find a 
working airangement after we get 
there, which, apparently, we soon 
will.
